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FINANCES AND QUORUM 



WcdncEday's meeting of the Students' Soc- 
iety dcscrx'es serious attention on two counts: 
tlic reduction of the quorum and the postpon- 
ment of action on the financial problem. 

Tiie former point, we feel, mutt be obvious. 
Iiciiuction of the quonim had become a ncccssi- 
ty if the Society was ever (n have official mcct- 
ingE in tlie future. The difficulty of raising ilic 
original 500 students was highlighted even ycs- 
(èrday, when the meeting had to be held back 
for one hour until tiie required number could be 
raised. And even then, after much effort, the 
number barely exceeded the quota. 

But the new figure— 300— will at least en- 
sure some facility in the calling of a society 
meeting and the execution of official business. 
« « ❖ 

The latter point, that of postponing what has 
been painted as a black financial problem, de- 
serves more detailed consideration. 

No one— least of all the Students' Executive 
Council— will ever deny the right of the indi- 
vidual student to examine and have access to an 
official financial statement demonstrating the 
detailed expenditures of student funds. The mo- 
tion which postponed further discussion of this 
problem was based upon the fact thai no such 
statement has been published to date. 

And it must be admitted that this is a logic- 
al, just and sensible complaint. It is a certainty 
thnl students, on being requested to vote on a 
motion which will increase their fees', must be 
entitled to an account of the way in which lUch 
monies have been spent in the past. 

♦ ♦ ♦ - 

But morally, there is another aspect. The 
financial statement could not be published for 
very obvious reasons— it had not been complet- 
ed due to one late item, the McGill Annual. And 
notarie.s could not ratify any statement unless 
it be complete. 

> The question then presents itself as to why 
the Council could not w.<vit until the statement 



was completed before placing an amendment on 
the floor which would increase student fees. 

There is one good answer to this: a sincere 
sense of urgency and a fear of the . inability to 
ever raise a quorum for an ofHcial meeting of 
the Society. In which case, there appeared to be 
no hope of rescuing the Society from the fin- 
ancial quagmire into which it appeared to be 
slipping. 

The Students' Executive Council, elected 
representatives of the students, had all term been 
faced with the discouraging and depressing duty 
of administering student affairs with a contin- 
uously decreasing budget. It had also to suffer 
the qualms of conscience resulting from the ne- 
cessity to deplete the budgets of many a val- 
uable organization. 

In addition to these disheartening duties, the 
Council was faced with the dim prospect of not 
being able to convene an official meeting of the 
Students' Society for the purpose of accomplish- 
ing some necessarj* remedy. The last meeting 
held on the question of cheerleaderettes de- 
monstrated the virtual impossibility of raising 
a quorum of 600 students. 

And to, after much serious discussion, it was 
decided to place the problem before the students 

in the form presented on Wednesday. 

The. fact, however, that students questioned 
the right of the Cotineil to impose the motions 
on them before they had had an opportunity to 
see a financial statement is not to be deplored. 
It is a fundamental right which must be exerted 
and recognized. 

But nowhere loo, mu.?l it be construed or in- 
tended as expressing doubt or criticism of the 
Executive Council — who, after all, were carry- 
ing out what they believed to.be entirely in the 
interests of the student body. 

One final encouraging note was struck, how- 
ever. The reduction of the quorum at the com- 
mencement of the meeting will moan more faci- 
lity to hold an official meeting to reconsider the 
problem of finances in thf nrnr fndiro. — K. T. 



STUDENT FORUM 



Hie time haj come when we atudenta en the 
campua of this univcraity must atop to realize on 
what road we are travelting in the conduct of our 
official busineaa. 

For the paat three years, I have attended every 
meeting of the Students' Society and, for that mat- 
ter, every meeting of the most Important clubt and 
tocietica on the campus. Never have I seen or heard 
Bny motion put before the meeting for the purpose 
of congratulating any member of any executive for 
the good work accomplished. 

Somehow we notice that there are in every ex- 
ecutive lome people worthy o( praise and reeogni- 
tion for the intereit and devotion that they have dis- 
played in managing the affairs of the people they 
reprasant. But it appears that the mere competent 
such exeeuUvt types are,- the more sleep they lose 
over the drafting of a good program, the more cour» 
age and determination they display when presenting 
auch programs to a legally constituted meeting, the 
more their popularity decreases In the eyes of the 
average student No matter what an executive does, 
ila plans and policies arc always mat with a barrage 
of opposition and criticism, and shamefully enough, 
quite often from individuals who are the least quali- 
fied to speak on the matter. Recall the last meeting 
of the Students' Society. 

Not only have we as a group, of intelligent atu- 
denia not learned to place oiir trust In the people 
wh6m we have chosen to represent lu, not only have 
we failed to aupport wholeheartedly some very good 
programs outlined for us, -not only ara we lacking 
the courage and ability to stand up and defend our 
représentât! vea when they are attacked on the floor 
of the meeting room or when their policiea meet 
opposition, but, as yet, wa tiave not even learned to 
give to these duly elected executive members of our 
various cliibs and seelatlea the advantage of the 
dôubt that they may be acting In good latth. 

It Is to. our great dlKredlt that when, for Instance, 
a motion to amend the constitution is Introduced, 
somebody should at once seek to postpone the rele- 
vant' diseuasion without haying the courtesy to esk 
the mover of the original motion to state his reasons 
for the proposed change. It Is highly discomforting 
for a responsible member of any executive to be, 
erosa-examined by aome obscure individual while 
sensing that lit has no supporters at the meeting; 
and, on the other band, it is very much more dis- 
couraging to feel that one'a proposal is net even con- 
sidèred by the members present. How esn we look 
forward to better administration of our af^ra when

Pianist Pa\il Loyonnei Is back. We 
saw him for about twenty minutes 
between trains coming from the 

Sherbrooke Auditorium and going to 
Carnegie Hall. But, hastily, we 
gathered that 

1. Mr. Loyonnet la a most Inter- 
eating person— artist, philosopher, 
rsoonteur in the true Gallic atyle. 

3. He is decidedly net one of the 

run of the mill concert planista, or 
should we say "performers." At the 
height o( his career a few years aRo, 
he retired for five years and worked 
on a farm to solve philosophical 
problems which affected him per- 
sonally. He did not touch the piano 
for all that time. Having heard him 
last year, wc can say that in this 
case, the treatment was remarkably 
successful, but M. Loyonnet docs 
not recommend it indiscriminately 
to all those with philosophical 
problems. 

3. Beethoven is his favourite com- 
poser. Emphatically so. "In Bee- 
thoven, there is philosophy. There 
is the problem of pain and sorrow, 
and Ita aoluUon." 

Of great interest to those who 
heard M. Loyonnet last year Is' the 



news that he will be back with a 
scriM of Beethoven Sonata'. As he 
did so well last year, he will first 
di.scuss and illustrate the -works, 
and then play them. 

To those who missed him, through 
the lack of the usual fanfare publi- 
city, here is another opportunity to 
hear someone who is not merely a 
musical acrobat, but a great pianist, 
of Integrity as well as virtuosity, a 
man whose first interest and atudy 
Is the music he knows and loves 
very well. Incidentally, he has been 
a great success In Europe, North 
Africa and North and South 
America. 

The series taking place on Friday 
and Monday evenings for six weeks 
beginning on January 0th will be 
held at the Salle Gcsu on Bleury 
street. There will probably be^ a 
good numfier of student tickets at 
reduced rates. 

There will also be a concert at 
His Majesty's with a wide range of 
composers represented. 

Mr. Loyonnet Is the first pianist 
of high calibre to flatter Montreal's 
musical taste and Intelligence with 
such a series. We highly recom- 
mend sttendanee.

Little Symphony

In a recent article on this page, 
Mr. Kohos pointed out, as it ap- 
peared to him, what one might 
expect of a conductor. It is quite 
possible, I think, that in Dr. Frie- 
dey Welssmann, Mr. Kohos would 
have realized his ideal. Here is a 
man of great musical knowledge 
unencumbered by vanity and ex- 
hibitionism, the Achilles heel of 
so many otherwise fine artists. Or. 
Welssman's manner toward the 
orchestra is direct, precise and 
forceful, yet hia direction remains 
simple. 

The program opened with Co- 
relli's Concerto No. 8 in G Minor, 
the Christmas Concerto. 

A concerto grosso, orlglnslly scored 
for strings and harpsichord, the 
arrangement for orchestra is highly 
successful Dr. Welssman sub- 
stituted the piano for the harpsi- 
chord which ha played himself, 
directing the orchestra from there, 
a task U> teat any. conductor's 
musicianship. The soloists, Messrs. 
Pierre iKh, Eric Zlmmermsn, Jean 
Belland, deserved particular men- 
tion for their careful playing. 

Tho first half of the program 
closed with Schoenberg's Verk- 
laerte Naeht, a difficult piece of 
work for conductor, orchestra and 
audience. Full of heavy emotional 
drama, which is carried on for 
what appears to be an intermin- 
able length of time, and being in 
addition highly repetitive, this piece 
wrings out one's emotions leaving 
one limp so to speak. The shading 
is delicate, nevertheless, and Dr. 
'Weizman and the orchestra 
brought out the dramatic tones with 
real clarity. 

The second half of the program 
was made up entirely of the major 
work of the evening, Mozart's Jupi- 
ter Symphony. This is a well 
known work which still remains 
one of the great favourites despite 
the frequency with which It is 
played. Here both Dr. Welssman 
and the orchestra were at their 
btst. Dr. Welssman's approach was 
at times fresh and always appealing, 
particularly in the andante. The 
ordiestra inspired by bis thorough 
knowledge and appreciation ^of 



Paris Opera Ballet

Second rate ballet and first rate 
pantomine were tKe mixed fare 
offered by the stars of the Paris 
Opera group at His Majesty's last 
Tuesday night. Under the direction 
of M. Roger Fenonjois several clas- 
sical interpretations were attempted 
as well as a number of modern 
pieces. 

It was not good ballet. The 
stylized classical pieces were punc 
tuated by miscues and technical 
errors. A lot more work should be 
required before such difficult in- 
terpretations as the Chopin num- 
bers and the La mort du Cygne 
are given. 

Montreal audiences were treated 
to some of the best pantomime, in 
the inimitable French style, that 
has been seen here In years. Mile. 
Marianne Parent and M. Daniel 
Sellier are artists of distinction in 
this medium, and some of the most 
deserving applause of the evening 
wu for Mile. Parent for her ex- 
cellent geaturea and bodily pos- 
tures that could convey so much in 
a single movement. 

M. Fenonjois Is evidently a good 
choreographer. In L'Aores Midi 
d'une Faun he showed both in 
chroeography. and in interpreta- 
tion, a command of his medium, 
and promise If not distinction. Per- 
haps the best individual perform- 
ance of tho evening was by M. 
Fenonjois in Le Fou. Here was 
fine choreography coupled with a 
keen feeling for audience compre- 
hension; 

If the group could continue in 
these efforts, bringing. to this con- 
tinent a dash of the French style of 
interpretation with their innate 
mimicry and pantomime, they 
might well contribute to the dance 
on this continent. They arc to be 
commended for their efforts, and H 
the whole performance was not up 
to usual Montreal standards. It Is 
with Interest that we acknowledge 
their work. 



Mozart has never sounded better.

Varied Roles 
Of Placement 
Service Told 

The role of the McGill Placement 

Service in student employment was 
outlined yesterday noon by Colin 
McDougall, head of the service, at 
a general meeting sponsored by 
the McGill committee of the 
National Federation of University 
Students. 

A former D.V.A. counsellor here, 
Mr. McDougall pointed out that the 
Placement Service was dcsisned 
to aid in the employment of stud- 
ents and graduates alike. 

The main phase of this work, he 
slated, was the placement of the 
graduating class each year. The 
Service also Intends to aid gradu- 
ates who wish to procure a change 
in occupation. 

For the undergraduates, the 
main problem Is the provision of 
the summer and part-time jobs, 
he pointed out. In respect to sum- 
mer employment, the Service in- 
tends to work in close co-opcra- 
tlon with the National Employ- 
ment Service. 

The prospects of cstabli."ihing 
vocational guidance and counsel- 
ling at the university were also 
touched upon by Mr. McDougall, 
who suggested that it would be- 
come a reality In the near future. 
Such a department, he said, should 
work in close co-operation with 
the Placement Service. 

Returning to the Placement Ser- 
vice, Mr. McDougall said that "it 
was felt that the first responsi 
bllity is to the non-professional, 
non-technical groups; for the other 
professions we will act at a clear- 
ing house." 



Health Commission— an organiza- 
tion established by the Chinese 
Government to aid UNRRA in its 
medical relief and rehabilitation 
program In China, 

In the course of his UNRRA 
duties, Saunders was active in the 
distribution of over $150,000 worth 
of UNRRA - supplied dental sup- 
plies, including 120 dental X-ray 
machines, and a large number of 
dental units, medicines and modern 
textbooks. 

Saunders is 0ne of a force of over 
1,000 UNRRA experts and tech- 
nicians in China recruited from 27 
different countries who arc leaving 
UNRRA as the multi-purpose, $S30,- 
000.000 UNRRA China program- 
biggest international reconstruc- 
tion pi oRram in history — draws to a 
conclusion after completing its 
second year of operations. 

Certain UNRRA activities, in- 
cluding the displaced persons and 
medical programs sponsored and 
carried on by UNRRA in China 
have already been taken over by 
UN agencies, and plans to continue 
long-term rehabilitation projects 
under a trusteeship are now be- 
ing considered. 

After graduating fom McGill 
University in 1016, Dr. Saunders 
carlred on a private dental prac- 
tice In Montreal, specializing in 
oral surgery, and served as Dental 
Surgeon in Chief at the Royal Vic- 
toria Hospital. In addition to this 
work he served on the teaching 
staff of McGill University, 

During the war he served with 
the Royal Canadian Dental Corps 
in Europe, and in 1944 was sent to 
the Pacific as Commanding Dental 
Officer for Canadian forces therd. 
In March, 1946 he was retired to 
the Royal Canadian Dental Corps 
Reserve with the rank of Lt Col. 

Saunders appointment as Acting 
Dean of the Dental Faculty of 
Aurora University in Shanghai be- 
came effective on December 1. He 
intends to remain at the Shanghai 
University indefinitely.
